Sofia, Bu lgaria, Sept. 4.—A special 
dispatch from Rila near the Tu rkish 
frontier says a cou rier has arrived 
there with a copy of the proclamation 
of a general insu rrection which has 
been daily awaited. 
The docu ment Is 
addressed to “Ou r brethren in Mace­ 
donia and Adrianople,” and begins by 
congratu lating them u pon the heroic 
fight they have already waged. 
The 
proclamation proceeds: 
“Armed 
only 
with 
you r 
own 
strength against a mighty empire, 
against pitiless foes with the power of 
you r right hand and the might of 
you r spirit, you have shaken the hate 
fill Ottoman dominion. 
A hu ndred 
thou sand of the su ltan’s soldiers and 
an innu merable Infidel mob were u n­ 
able to resist you r advance. 
“You have sacrificed everything be 
fore the altar of liberty. You r villages 
were bu rned, you r homes pillaged, 
you r children massacred and you r sis­ 
ters, wives and mothers violated 
A 
su ccession of valiant champions has 
persisted in the stru ggle and dyed the 
fatherland with their dear blood, bu t 
with greater real you have embraced 
the fight. You r smoking hearths have 
strengthened 
you r 
manliness*, 
the 
cries of you r children and the moans 
of the women exasperated you r sou ls. 
From the breasts of the fatherland 
came new champions, replacing those 
who have perished. 
The holy flag of 
liberty wares more prou dly over the 
dear fatherland. 
You r enemies are 
rendered speechless before you r hero­ 
ism. 
The forces of tyranny are ex­ 
hau sted. 
New days have come. 
One 
more heroic stroke and the centu ries 
of tyranny will fall to the grou nd in 
convu lsions of death. 
"The dawn of liberty peeps already 
above the Macedonian horizon and 
aw*aits this stroke to shine with its 
fu ll brilliancy on the Macedonian land.

A telegram conveying this news was 
received by the agent of the Hu ngari­ 
an Levant line, to which the Vaskapu 
belongs. 
The telegram said the Vass 
kapu had been destroyed in the Black 
sea. 
The captain and officers of the 
■teamer and six of the crew were 
killed. 
The Vaskapu sailed from Varna, 
Bu lgaria, and after calling at Bu rgas 
was steam ing throu gh the Black sea 
to Constantinople when three explo­ 
sions took place on board. 
The deck 
of ths vessel took fire and she had to 
be ru n ashore at MIslvroa bay, eigh­ 
teen miles north of Bu rgas. The opin­ 
ion is expressed that th# Bu lgarian 
revolu tionaries were responsible foe 
the explosions. 


A Rev o lutio nary Outrage. 
London Sept. 3.—Special dispatches 
from Constantinople pu blished here de­ 
scribe the destru ction of the steam er 
Vaskapu as a revolu tionary ou trage. 
They say that the bomb was timed to 
bu rst while the steam er was in the 
port of Constantinople, bu t that owing 
to the vessel being twenty hou rs late 
bi starting from V arna, the explosion 
occu rred off Mill, Ria bay. 
Among 
the missing su pposed to have been 
blown overboard, is Herr iAJndvay, be­ 
longing to the head office of toe steam­ 
ship company.

The Bu lgarian leader has been wou nd­ 
ed and has fled to Bu rgas. 
The Ru ssian government has declin­ 
ed to receive the visit of the depu ta­ 
tion of Macedonian fu gitives in Bu l­ 
garia, who proposed to go to St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg anil inform the czar of the 
pitiable (au dition of Macedonia and 
beg for his intervention. 
The depu ta­ 
tion has been informed that the Ru s­ 
sian government deem? the visit u n­ 
necessary, as it q u ite u nderstands the 
pu rpose of the depu tation. 
The insu rgents, it is reported, have 
captu red the seaport of Ahtaboiy on 
the Black sea, and the Tu rkish popu ­ 
lation has fled to Constantinople.

tions whatev er, but did not get exclusiv e 
right to the streets aud alleys in said 
franchise. 
There was no time set when 
such franchise should 'commence or 
when it should end, but nuder the 
stat ue< Burns 1894 )such franchise ends at 
ten years, and consequently said com­ 
pany is in said oity nuder no franchise 
or contract, and any franchise entered 
into by a city granting a longer period 
than ten years is u ltra riri* and wholly 
v oid. (See 156th Iud., page 418 and 4lf.) 


“ The oity on the 16th day of May. 
1899, enacted an ordinance fixing the 
rate to be charged for natural gas at 15# 
per 1000 feet, meter measurement, anti 
all of the gas companies accepted ordi­ 
nance. 
By charging and accepting said 
rate since that date of all its patrons, 
said companies are bound thereby (see 
157th Iud., page 163.) 
The Acts of 
1887, page 36, does not confer upon 
municipal corporations the authority to 
regulate the price charged by a natural 
gas company to its consumers (page 166- 
168), although a city has no authority 
under the Acts of 1887 (page 36) to fix 
the rate for the natural gas to consum­ 
ers, an ordinance passed by a city fixing 
the rate and accepted by a gas company 
amounts to a contract aud is binding on 
a oomjiany. 
“ Where a natural gas company was 
operating under an ordinance which did 
not fix the rate to be charged consum­ 
ers, and afterwards accepts the terms 
of an ordinance adopted by the city fix­ 
ing the rate, the company is bound by 
the latter ordinance as the legal anthoid- 
Aatiou of a schedule of rates was a suf­ 
ficient consideration for the acceptance 
of such rate, and is estopped from as­ 
serting otherwise.
